THE 8 H.P. FORD. 

A friend who recently visited the Ford 
Works at Cork was impressed by the number 
of 8 h.p. models which he saw ready for the 
big proportion of these cars were 
already sold, and ‘were awaiting delivery. 
Uhese are, of course, being built in the 
Irish Free State. The 8 h.p, car bas re- 
mained the centre of attraction in the Ford 
list since it was introduced, but attention 
also is being paid to the 14 h. p. car and the

Everyone must.be familiar with the appear- 
ance of the 8 h.p. Ford. It is a smarst- 
looking job, and the compact body is at the 
time very roomy: It holds four adults 
in comfort, and entry and exit both are easy. 
On normal roads the car has a comfortable 
cruising speed of 35 to 40 m.p.h. Its 933 c.c. 
engine is economical in regard to both fuel 
and oil, while another point of importance to 
the owner who studiés ultimate cost is its 
sturdiness and hard-wearing qualities. 

THE ENGINE. 

In general arrangement the four-cylinder 
engine follows well-established Ford practice 
—the cylinder head being detachable, while 
the cylinders are cast “en bloc”: and in- 
tegrally with the apper half of the crank 
case—but a distinctive and important feature 
In an engine of this size is the provision of a 
three-bearing crankshaft The effect ol the 
additional] hearing is immediately apparent, 
for combined with the fact that the crank- 
shaft of the 8 h.p. Ford engine is itself of 
unusually large diameter, and, therefore, 
stiff, it results in delightfully sweet running. 
Needless to sav, the absence of vibration also 
means much greater freedom from wear. 

Synchronising mechanism is fitted to the 
top and intermediate gears, the latter being 
of the constant mesh type, in which the gear 
teeth are always in engagement, so that it 
is impossible to damage them by a faulty 
change. 

Rubber has been used in the construction 
of the chassis with the object of promoting 
silence. Rubber bearings require no lubrica- 
and they obviate rattle and squeak.

STATE OF THE CAR TRADE. 

During the past year the production of 
British cars has increased by about 50,000. 
Exports have risen by over per cent. for 
private cars and chassis. and by about 25 per 
cent. for commercial vehicles and chassis. 

‘There is no doubt that there is going 
to be a recovery in the more expensive car 
market, " said an official of the Daimler Co., 
Ltd. '' There is more money about, and it is 
a natutal tendency for people to buy more 
luxurious cars if they can afford them.” 

‘‘ The satisfactory results attained in 1935 
will, 1 feel sure, be equalled in 1954,” said 
Mr. Victor Riley, chairman and managing 
director of Riley (Coventry), Ltd. ' “There 
is every reason to look forward to the future 
with confidence and justifiable optimism. The 
continuous dow waned trend of unemployment 
figures and other indications of a return to 
more prosperous conditions, coupled with the 
satisfactory expansion of export business, 
indicate that the output figures for the past 
year will be more than maintained.”’

BIG CARS. 

Since the Olympia Show there has been 
a certain amount, of speculation as to the 
prospects of the big car regaining much of 
its lost popularity. Long life and the feeling 
of comfort that travel in a big car conveys 
are among the attentions which weigh in 
favour of motors of the 20-25 h.p. and Jar ger 
types. 

One car in which increased interest is being 
shown is the Long ‘Twenty Armstrong 
Siddeley Limousine... This car has a longer 
wheelbas? than the Twenty h.p. Saloon, and 
is fitted with a triplex glass division behind 
the driver, and two facing forward occasional 


seats in the rear compartment. When these 
seats are folded away into the partition the 
occupants of the rear seat can stretch out 
their legs much as they would when sitting in 
a club armchair. When they are unfolded the 
two seats join each other so. neatly that it is 
possible to seat three abreast without 
meconveniencing the centre passenger. Another 
novel feature of these occasional seats is the 
clever manner in which a folding foot rest is 
built into them. 

This Long Twenty H.P. Armstrong Siddeley 
cruises comfortably at 55-60 m.p.h», and has a 
maximum speed of over 70 mp.h. With its 
all silent four-speed self-changing gear it 
gets quickly into its stride, and is, of course, 
most easily handled. It traverses the ground 
with an absence of effort that makes high 
speed seem deceptively slow. Its control 1s 
accurate and powerful. The self-centring 
effect of the steering is pleasant and helpful; 
the brakes are exceptionally strong, and the 
gear change dead silent and smooth. 
‘Altogether a very charming car, and one 
which, judging from its performance, should 
feel just as sound and solid after 50,000 miles 


as it did after a few hundred. 


A DUBLIN-BUILT CAR. 

Last week delivery was taken of the first 
of the Dodge cars to be assembled by Messrs. 
John O'Neill at their Pleasants street works, 
Dublin. This is one of the cars of which I 
wrote in a recent article. It was completely 
assembled in Dublin, chassis as well as body, 
and it is the first vehicle thus to qualify for 
the £16 tax limit. Being a 24 h.p. vehicle 
the owner will profit to the extent of £8 per 
year while the tax limit for Irish assembled 
cars remains in force. Apart from that he 
will be at an advantage, for he paid only 
£330—something Jess than the British price— 
for the car. 

Those who saw the car, and to a greater 
extent those who drove in it, had nothing but 
praise for it There is nothing in the finish- 
ing, no flaw in the upholstering or cellulosing, 
to indicate that it is anything but a factory 


product. Indeed, time may prove that it is 
better than a factory job by reason of the 
great care taken by Messrs. O’Neill’s staff to 
show that. Irish workmanship is as perfect as 
any other. Five other Dodge cars are being 
assembled at the Pleasants street works, and 
when they are finished 1 understand that work 
will already have commenced upon the 
assembling of others. 
A CAR’S MANY PARTS. 

It has been calculated that if completely 
taken to pieces, a modern motor car would 
be found to include 16,000 separate parts. An 
opportunity of seeing many of these and the 
circumstances under which they work has been 
provided in a book which I recently examined. 
On one page is a picture, in colour, of a saloon 
ear. By folding back part of the. picture one 
finds that the side of the body has been 
removed, together with the running board, 
wings, portions of the tyres, etc. The engine, 
transmission system, upholstery, brake drums 
and other details are now on view. 

On another page is a picture of a bare 
chassis. When it is folded back the trans- 
mission is shown with portion of the casing ' 

removed, while intricate parts of the engine 
are to be seen. Other pictures, with familiar 
folding arrangements, show the chassis from 
different angles. An ingenious series of 
“flaps ' rev eal the inside of the engine, the 
carburetter, lubrication system, etc. This 
book is called the ‘* Modern Motor Car,” and 
it is published by Irish Shell, Ltd., 
street, Dublin.

She continued to live there 
until such time as she was required to 
remove to England under the orders of the 
British Government. Floubert, commander 
of the French troops which were Janded by 
Thurot at Carrickfergus in 1760, spent 
some time at this house. Lady Moira died 
on the 10th April, 1808, at Usher’s Island, 
and ten years later the building, having 
had the top storey removed, was handed 
over to the Mendicity Institution.

Unread ‘Books. 


[t is remarkable when one congiders it 
to find how many gaps are in one’s reading. 
1 have been reading books all my life, and 


cise 


thought that I had a fairly wide knowledge 
of English literature ; but I got a few nasty 
shocks recently. A month or so ago, for 
instance, I was leaving a friend’s house one 
night, and picked up a copy of John 
Mitchel’s “ Jail Journal ” in his library. 
Wanting “ something to read,” I borrowed 
the volume, with the result that I lost three 
nights’ sleep. I had stumbled’ by accident 
on What I believe now to be one of the 
most remarkable books in the language. 
Again, at Christmas, an old friend made 
me a present of Thomas Hardy's 
“ Dynasts,”’ published by Macmillan in 
two volumes. It is a terribly long epic 
poem, and I must confess that I never 
thought that I wouJd read more than half 
a dozen pages of it; but, fearing subse- 
quent cross-examination by my friend, who 
happens to be an exceedingly able lawyer, 
1 set my teeth and determined to have a 
stab at it. The result was that I read the 
first volume steadily through last Saturday 
night, and did not put out my light until 
I had finished it in broad daylight: and I 
repeated the performance last night with 
the second volume. It is one of the most 
‘ascinating books that I ever have read. I 
will admit that everything pertaining to | 
Napoleon attracts me at first sight, but I 
never thought that such a long work—the 
great mass of which is in verse—would 
have been able to grip my attention for 
such a length of time. Yet it was so. 
Hardy was a wonderful artist. His descrip- 
tive powers are marvellous, and his 
economy of words was a revelation to me. 
What a magnificent film could be made out 
of the ' Dynasts ”! I can imagine tragedy 
if it should get into Hollywood’s hands: 
but, with a really capable producer, its

John Mitchel. 


I was interested to be shown by a 
Northern friend last week a copy of the 
Christmas Supplement of the Newry 
Reporter, which contained an interesting 
account of the funeral of John Mitchel at 
Newry on March 23rd, 1874. Mitchel was 
one of those great Irish patriots who have 
been of Protestant extraction. He was born 
at Camnish, near Dungiven, County Derry, 
on órd November, 1815, being the son of 
the Presbyterian minister of the parish. 
It will be recalled that at this epoch the 
fire of Republicanism still burned in the 
Northern province, many of the Presby- 
terian clergy, as the writer of the article 
notes, ' being imbued with that spirit.” 
The funeral took place to the little 
Unitarian graveyard in High street, Newry, 
T. D. Sullivan, M.P., and John” Dillon, 
M.P., being among the mourners ; and over 
a dozen Roman Catholic clergy accom- 
panied their Presbyterian and Episco- 
palian brethren in front of the hearse, 
while 10,000 people are estimated to have 
been present. The Unitarian minister of 
Downpatrick preached the funeral dis- 
course, and referred to Mitchel’s twenty- 
seven years of exile for the sake of Ireland, 
mentioning ‘‘ straight-forwardness ” and 
‘‘ earnest i chief 


enthusiasm ” as. the 
qualifies of a very beautiful character. A 
contemporary writer gave Mitchel an 
epitaph of which, we feel sure, he would 
have approved: ‘‘ He died,’’ he says, “of 
love for Ireland.” 


Wexford W%Cummers.

MORE NEW COMPANIES 
IN FREE STATE. 


FEWER BANKRUPTCIES. 


Two hundred and twenty-one new com- 
panies were registered in the Irish Free State 
during last year, an increase of fifty-nine as 
compared with 1932, In Northern Ireland, 
however, the number of new companies was 


The number of persons declared bankrupt 
in the Free State was fifty-eight, four fewer 
than in the previous year There was a 
bigger decrease in the six counties, where 
only thirty-two bankruptcies were reported, 
as against fifty-seven in 1932. High Court 
judgments in the Free State totalled 1,683, 
as compared with 1.762 in the previous year, 
and in Northern Ireland the number was 
898, or 112 lower than in 1932. 

Deeds of Arrangement registered’ during 
the year numbered 128, eleven less than in 
19352 in the Free State. Seventy-nine similar 
deeds were registered in Northern Ireland— 
twenty-one less than in the previous twelve 


THIRTY-FIVE 
SEPTUAGENARIANS. 
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INTERESTING VITAL 
STATISTICS. 


According to the latest return of births and 
deaths which has been issued by the Regis- 
trar-General of the Irish Free State, 167 
deaths occurred in the City of Dublin during 
the week ended on the 23rd of last December, 
and of that number 35 were of persons aged 
70 years or over, while 45 yere of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards, Thirty-two of 
the deaths were those of children under five 
vears. The number of females who died ex- 
ceeded by 11 that of males. 

The deaths in the City of Dublin repre- 
sented 18.3 per 1,000 of the population; in 
Dun Laoghaire, 26.3; in Cork City, 19.9; in 
Limerick, 21.1, and in Waterford, 9.8. 

Tuberculous disease caused 14 deaths, 
cancer 13, diseases of the heart 28, and pneu- 
monia 18. 

In the City of Dublin 176 births were re- 
gistered, of which number 83 were boys and 


93 girls. 


NEW METROPOLITAN 
MAGISTRATES. 


BY-ELECTION INVOLVED. 


The King has approved a recommendation 
of the Home Secretary that Sir Gervais 
Rentoul, K.C., M.P., and Mr. Geoffrey Keith 
tose should be appointed Metropolitan 
Police Magistrates, to fill the vacancies 
caused by the death of Mr. J, A. R. Cairns, 
and the retirement of Mr. Frederick Mead. 

The appointment of Sir Gervais Rentoul 
will necessitate a by-election in Lowestoft.

THE PROBLEM OF WORLD 
CHAOS. 


Yesterday in Dublin was a day of prayer 
on behalf of the Hibernian Church Missionary 
Society. 

At St. Ann’s Church, Dawson street, a 
Service of Holy Communion, with missionary 
intercession, was held at 11.30 a.m. The 
Archbishop of Dublin presided. 

The Venerable A. G. Hannon, Archdeacon 
of Dromore, was the preacher. In the course 
of his address he said that they, missionary- 
hearted people, were gathered there. They 
were going to allow God that day to see the 
world through their eyes, to think through 
their minds, to leve through their hearts. 
/S8o many had been feeling the pressure of the 
world situation—some wondering, some cast 
down, and most of them straining every 
nerve—but why did the Kingdom tarry? 
Why retrenchment here? Why lack of 
equipment and man power there? Why, in 
days of superabundant man-power, were posts 
not able to be filled? Why deadness and 
lack of interest in their parishes? And the 
Spirit said to them ‘‘Awake, awake, put on 
thy strength; put on thy beautiful garments, 
prepare ye the way.” 

God was calling them to be His road- 
makers. Oh, that they Christian people 
would begin to grasp the fact that it was 
they themselves who were holding up their 
King—clergy and churchworkers, and others 
who were labelled by the world “ Christians,” 
They had not aroused themselves—they did 
not seem to understand that there was a war 
on; a life and death struggle; not only in 
‘what they called heathen countries, but at 
their very doors. 

Even the world itself realised the problem 
of its chaos; the perplexity of its rulers; and 
no doubt noticed the apparent inefficiency of 
the Church. So they found men stak- 
ng their all on such creeds’. as 
humanism, the net result of which was 
despair; industrialism, which proclaimed its 
own bankruptcy—men .nd women starving 
in the midst of plenty; or Communism, which 
promised Utopia for all, but which issued in 
tyranny. R 

Spiritual force should be met by spiritual 
force. And, oh, to think of the Gospel that 
was theirs—the resources of love and of joy 
and peace and power which were at their 
hand. Suppose they of Christ’s Church and 
all their fellow-Christians in the world were 
all out in corporate enthusiasm for His plan 
on the same kind of scale as young Russia 
watched and worked for the Soviet’s Five- 
Year Plan? Were their own lives a highway 
for God in the world? How long would it 
take to win the world for Christ at their par- 
ticular rate? God wanted their own personal 
lives to be the way of His coming. The only 
real way of world-changing was through life- 
changing. When they let Him begin right 
with their own selves, He would guide where 
and when He wanted a road into another’s 
lifé there in Dublin or in India or Africa. 
To-day the voice cried aloud in the wilder- 
ness, ‘‘ Prepare ye the way of the Lord.”

With the help of a picturesque film she 
showed something of the experiences of her 
husband and herself in a motor trip through 
Sweden: and Finland, on to the edge of the 
Arctic Ocean, at a point three hundred 
miles north of the Arctic Citcle, where roads 
had long ceased, and where a motor car had 
never previously penetrated. That trip 
seemed, like many other ventures of Mrs. 
Bruce, to have been taken, one might say, 
on the spur of the moment. At the conclu- 
sion of a long-distance run ut Brooklands, 
when they had been interminably lapping 
the circuit, she said humorously to her 
husband, ‘‘ What about lapping Lapland ?”’ 
and with that was born the idea of their trip 
to the Arctic Circle. 

She showed some wonderful “ shots ' of 
the beautiful forest scenery of Sweden, 
through which they passed on their way 
north from Stockholm, and then interested 
the youngsters immensely with her views of 
the old mining roads—if one could so describe 
them—over which they drove their ordinary 
saloon car in which the adventure was made. 


A FOREST FIRE. 


Real adventure was theirs; particularly 
when, camping one night, they were aroused 
by’ the mad stampede of hundreds of rein- 
deer through the forest, and found that the 
forest was afire. Luckily, they were able 
to drive their car somehow through the 
forest to a lake about five miles away; and, 
safe on the opposite side of the water, they 
had a thrilling view of the forest being com- 
pletely burned out, while a great herd of a 
thousand reindeer or more looked on. 

Mrs. Bruce then told of*their experience in 
the Monte Carlo rally of 1929, when, in the 
winter, they started from 300 miles north of 
Stockholm, and eventually reached Brussels, 
to find that, in order to win the coveted £500 
and gold cup offered, they must average 48 
miles an hour to Monte Carlo, At Nice they 
still had 25 miles to do in 20 minutes, and in 
that last lap she had a thrilling set-to with 
the famous Carraciola, who was completin 
his run from Athens. She and her husban 
reached the finishing point one minute before 
the closing time, and, to their great joy, were 
awarded the prize. 


. LOST IN THE SAHARA. 


Then they completed their plans, driving 
through Italy to Palermo, and thence, after a 
sea trip, along the northern coast of Africa, 
where one night they got hopelessly lost in 
the Sahara, being found by a shepherd. She 
showed some interesting pictures of the 
walled city of Fez and the Sultan's Palace, 
and then told of their daring trip through the 
night over the mountains and through the 
Riff country, when that warlike tribe was 
particularly active, 

Mrs. Bruce then dealt in interesting fashion 
with her attempt to stay in the air on a 
flying boat for a month, and, though she and 
her companions only succeeded in staying up 
three days and nights, and setting up a new 
British duration record, they had succeeded 
in devising a new and safe method of re- 
fuelling in the air. These pictures. were of 
the greatest interest, and were greatly en- 
joyed by the youngsters.

GROUPS. 


Speaking on the Furnishing Trades Group 
report at a meeting of the Dublin Trades 
Council last night, Mr. J. J. Collins referred 
to the closing of a Dublin factory for a period 
of sixteen days at Christmas by the manage- 
ment without any consultation with the 
unions whose members were concerned, 

The Secretary reported that a strong  pro- 
test had been forwarded to the: firm, and that 
an unsatisfactory reply had been received. 
The situation will be considered further by 
the Group. > 

Mr, Frank Robbins | agrossosra the report 
of the Engineering Trade Group, which con- 
cerned an agreement which has been reached 
between afhliated unions and the Dublin 
Dockyard Company. 

He pointed out that the negotiations be- 
tween the company; and the Council had 
ended an unsatisfactory state of affairs re- 
garding wages and conditions. This unsatis- 
factory state of affairs had lasted for a period 
of ten years, with the result that in the 
past the Dockyard Company had been able to 
undercut other city contractors in the 
engineering trade. The district rate for the 
various trades, he went on to say, will be 
paid to men working on such contracts in the 
future. He mentioned, however, that certain 
unions had refused to accept the agreement. 

A number of speakers expressed satisfac- 
tion at the fact that the agreement had been 
reached, and paid a high tribute to Mr. 
Robbins for his services in the matter. 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. William O’Brien reported on the 
settlement of the dispute between the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union and 
the Irish Kinematograph Company. He 
thanked the Council and the affiliated unions 
for their services in the matter. 

The Secretary stated that up to the present 
approximately £85 had been guaranteed 
yearly towards the upkeep of the proposed 
Corgolly Memorial Playground. It was 
decided to adjourn the carrying out of the 
project for a short period in order to enable 
additional unions to associate themselves 
with the memorial. 3 

The report from the Printing Trades Group 
was adjourned until the next meeting.

“WAR” HITS WEXFORD 
PORT. 


LABOUR T.D. AND MINISTER. 


At the meeting of Wexford Harbour Board, 
in connection with the pilotage service, the 
Mayor (Alderman R. C ‘sh, a) suggested 
that they should write to the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, pointing out the 
poor financial position of the Board. 

Alderman J. Billington—In consequence of 
the econemic war. 

The Mayor said that the time had arrived 
when the position should be put before the 
Minister. Certain regulations had been made 
by his gs ig mh which had been respon- 
sible for the diversion of traffic from Wex- 
ford port to another port, and in consequence 
of that the Board had been losing steadily. 
They had had to reduce their staff, and con- 
templated further reducing it. They should 
ask the Minister what he was going to do 
about it. 

““I have no political bias in the matter at 
all,” added the Mayor; “I want to see my 
town prosper.’’ People are getting subsidies 
for everything—cats, dogs, sheep and pigs, 
and everything else—and I think Wexford 
harbour is entitled to something. 

The Chairman (Mr. R. Houston) said that 
the actions the Board were taking with regard 
to the reduction of expenses was in entire 


agreement with a statement of the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. Some weeks 
ago it was brought to the Minister’s notice 
that various boards complained that they were 
not able to function owing to the shortage of 
revenue, and his reply was that no boards 
had made any complaints to him. and that if 
they had done so, his advice would be to settle 
their revenue and expenditure in accordance 
with circumstances. : 

The Mayor—I agree, but that was a general 
statement. He h-poohed the whole thing. 
I want to pin him down to a statement with 
reference to an individual harbour board. Let. 
us have some statement with reference to

TAXATION RELIEF 
DEMANDED. 


HE first gcosa 
of the Licen Grocers’ and Vintners’ 


Protection Association was held yester- 
day at Commercial Buildings, Dame street, 
Dublin. The business consisted of the elec- 
tion of Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Treasurer 
and three trustees and the re-election of the 
officials. The outgoing Chairman (Mr. 
Thomas Gaffney) bad! at the opening of 
the proceedings. The poll lasted an hour, 
the Secretary, Mr. Martin O'Byrne, acting 
as presiding officer. At the conclusion of 
the scrutiny, the result was announced as 
follows :— 

Mr. Patrick J. Kelly, 111 Upper Leeson 
street, unanimously elected Chairman; Mr. 
Patrick Hedigan, Glasnevin, unanimously 
elected Vice-Chairman ; Mr. Michael 
Humphrys, 81 Dame street, unanimously re- 
elected Treasurer, and Mr. ‘Patrick Conway, 
Senator M. Fanning and Senator Cornelius 
Kennedy elected trustees. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. J. Kelly), having 
thanked the committee, said that the present 
was a very parlous time for their trade, as 
in every trade, all over the world; but they 
must only hope that by hard work devoted 
to the duties of their various callings. they 
would gradually emerge from the shadows 
through which the world was travelling. 

Some time ago they published a programme 
of ameliorative dA aneas for the liquor 
trade, fur which a case was made with the 
Free State Minister for Justice in November 
last. The demands which they submitted on 
that occasion were, they considered, only 
reasonable and in the public interest. Yet 
they seemed to have stirred up a very strong 
feeling of opposition. It would be their aim 
to urge that that programme should take 
practical shape during the approaching ses- 
sion, and he trusted that the Tieenaed trade 
all over the country would use their influence 
with their representatives to secure the sup- 
port necessary for the programme. 


TAXATION. 


They must also concentrate upon securing 
some relief in taxation in the forthcoming 
Budget. Until such time as relief under that 
head was obtained there was nothing more 
important for the trade than the subject of 
taxation relief; for, after all; if by the 
State duty imposed upon an article that 
article was put outside the reach of the people, 
as was the ,case in this country to-day in 
regard to the national beverages, all other 
matters must necessarily be of secondary im- 
portance. 

He felt that the State was the losgr by 
adhering to a tax-level which was out of all 
reasonable proportion to the people’s spending 
power, and that if the industries of brewing. 
and distilling were to be saved, relief, and 
substantial relief, must be given in the 
budget of the present year. 

At the annual meeting of the Association, 
he stressed one very important objective to 
which they should devote themselves, and 
that was the matter of organisation. There 
was nothing really more important at the 
moment from their point of view than the 
matter of perfecting and advancing their 
organisation. The necessity for organisation 
was acknowledged in every business, but no 
other business had such necessity as theirs. 
Mr. Hedigan, Mr. Michael Humphrys, Mr. 
Patrick Conway, and Senators Kennedy and 
Fanning returned thanks for their election. 
Mr. James J. O'Neill, a past chairman, 
then moved a resolution thanking Mr. 
Thomas Gaffney for his work as Chairman 
during the past year. Mr. John J. Higgins 
seconded the motion, and having beef sup- 
ported by Mr. Patrick Conway, Mr. Peter 
McGovern, Mr, Thomas Dobson, and others, 
it was passed unanimously. 

Mr. Gaffney, replying, thanked all his 
friends for their kindness. He said that 
during his year of office he was fortunate in 
that. there was no attempt at hostile legisla- 
tion, and no unusual activities generally 
affecting them, and they could only hope 
that his successor would be similarly blessed. 
As the Chairman had pointed out, however, 
they must follow out the pragramme they 
had set before themselves in regard to legis- 
lation and taxation. 

On the motion of Mr. Gaffney, seconded by 
the Chairman, all the officials were unani- 
mously re-elected.

NATIONAL LIBRARY

REPORT FOR 1932-33.

The Trustees of the National Library of 
Ireland have issued their report to the 
Minister for Education for the year 1932-353. 
In the course of the report, it is stated 
that 65,535 visitors to the Library signed 
the signature book. The year’s accessions 
amounted to 13,888. of which 1,953 were re- 
ceived under the Industrial and Commercial 
Property (Protection) Act. 

Among the more important purchases of 
Irish interest are mentioned :—(1) The 
original MS. of Thomas Dingley’s ‘‘ Obser- 
vations in a Voyage Through the Kingdom 
of Ireland, 1675-80,” bound up with his 
“ Voyage in the Kingdom of France, 1675.''

It has been fully described 
by the late Sir John Gilbert, (App. to Second 
Report of the yal Commission on His- 
torical MSS., 1871); (3) the MS. of William 
Beauford’s Essay on the Poetry and Music

LESS UNEMPLOYMENT IN

RAINFALL, 1933. 


SOUTH, COUNTY CORK'S 
LOW RECORD. 


Major H. Chavasse writes:—I enclose the 
‘anand record of rainfall for the past year 
taken on the South Coast of County Cork, 
in case you think it worth while to insert 
it in your columns, It is the lowest rainfall 
I have ever registered during the last. 32 
years, either in County Waterford or here— 
viz., 31.35 inches. This is 16.36 inches less 
than the average here for the last 19 years. 
(Of course, the rainfall in County Waterford 
is less than in County Cork.) The next 
lowest I have recorded was 32.99 in County 
Waterford in 1905, and 35.22 in 1917 in 
County Cork. What strikes me as especially 
worthy of note is the small number of days 
with any appreciable heavy rainfall. Usually 
we get up to eight days in the year with 
one inch or over, and up to 2.42, my 
maximum, ‘This year I have registered none 
for the first time, although on one day 

had .99. There have been only three days 
with a fall of 3 and over, 13 of from 4 an 
inch to i. and of from 4 inch to a 4 inch.

QUOTA.

N en ghort of a revolution has 


taken place in the pig industry of the 
United Eagna during 1933. It was 
anticipated that the year would be a pros- 
perous one for pig farmers and the bacon- 
curing factories, as well as the farmers who 
breed porkers largely for the London market. 
It was not anticipated, however, that the 
immediate result of the ‘ Report of the 
Reorganisation Commission ” of 1931 would 
have such a far-reaching effect as has proved 
to be the case. Following upon that report 
came the establishment of the Pig Marketing 
Board and the limitation of the imports ol 
ig products. The avowed object of Mr. 
Walter Elliot, the Minister of Agriculture, 
and his advisers, was and is to try to change 
over the methods in use in the great indus- 
tries of pig-breeding and bacon-curing from 
being dependent to a large extent on imports 
to those of home production. 


HUGE IMPORTS. 


In the years 1931 and 1932, the bacon 
supplies in the United Kingdom were around 
135 million hundredweights in each year. 
During 1933 the figure might be taken as 
being between 11 and 12 million hundred- 
weights, and, as an illustration of the dis- 
parity between imported pig products and 
those of home production, it may be stated 
that only 15 per cent. of this enormous 
quantity was produced in the United 
Kingdom. 3 

A fair idea of the magnitude of the trade 
in bacon may be gathered from the statistics 
of imports. up to the end of October in 
1933 :—

WORLD'S PIGS. 


It is now estimated that the pig popula- 
tion of the world is 280,000,000, and that 
only 12 per cent. of these belong to the 
British Empire. 

It cannot be too clearly understood that 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland are the 
principal markets for bacon exported from 
all overseas countries, and wherever a bacon 
factory is established in these countries it is 
almost. without exception with a view to 
supplying the British market. Obviously, 
therefore, the amount of bacon to be exported 
from these countries will, under the quota 
system, be reduged enormously, and appar- 
ently there is no likelihood of there being any 
deficiency in this country so long as the guar- 
antees given by the farmers are fulfilled. 

It is noticeable that the German pig popu- 
lation has now got up to something like 
23,807,000, and the United States of America 
return a pig population of 60,716,000. These 
two are the largest producing countries in the 
world. 

In the British Isles the latest figures show 
that in Scotland there was a considerable 
decrease in the pigs produced during the pre- 
sent year, amounting to 10,935, the total pig 
population being 154,390; but there is every 
reason to believe that- there will be a very 
considerable advance in this figure before next 
census is taken. In England, also, there was 
a considerable decrease in the pig population, 
amounting to 3.8 per cent., the total number 
of pigs being in England and Wales 
3,064,400 in 1933. Here, again, there is 
every reason to believe that there will be a 
very considerable increase in production 
during 1934. In the Irish Free State there 
was a heavy drop in the pig population, 
amounting to 16 per cent. In Northern Ire- 
land there has been a large increase, and the 
total pig population is now 270,505, or about 


50,800 more than in 1932. : 


IN DENMARK. 


Undoubtedly, the country which has 
suffered, and is likely to suffer, most under 
the quota system is Detmark, where agricul- 
ture is certainly not prosperous, and the 
Danish farmer is not financially strong. The 
quota system deprives Denmark of its prin- 
cipal market to a large extent. The conditions 
imposed under the quota system mean that 
Danish production must be reduced enor- 
mously, and this is having the effect of alter- 
ing the whole system of pig-breeding. The 
farmers are now killing off their small pics 
under 75lb. weight, as they cannot now be 
sold under what is called the “ Card ’’ regula- 
tion, and which strictly limits the number of 
pigs to be kept on each farm, and which is 
regulated by the land value, and the quantity 
of skim-milk or whey received by the farmer 
over a specified period. The net result of this 
is that the stock of young pigs is steadily 
diminishing, and it is stated that there-may 
not even be-enough to fulfil the quota whic 
has been allotted to Denmark. 

It may be stated that the latest census of 
pigs in Denmark in October last shows a 
gradual diminishing in the pig supplv as 
compared ‘with the previous censuses. Thus, 
in Dacber the pig population was returned 
at 4,196,000; in the previous July it was 
returned at 4,390,000; in 1931 the pig popu- 
lation was 5,453,460, which was the peak 
reached by the pig-breeders of Denmark. On 
the whole, the prospects for ,Denmark are 
not very bright under the vew conditions. 
A new development, however, is in progress 
under tha company xi, twenty-four 
of the largest bacon factories in Denmark, 
who have offered to place its sales organisa- 
tion and distribution service at the disposal 
of British bacon curers, A great many 
factories have already accepted this invita- 
tion, and the movement will be watched 
with the gseatest possible interest by the 
bacon trade, 


BACON CURING METHODS. 


There have been many developments in 
the bacon trade sa 1933. First of all, a 
great, many factories have adopted what is 
known as the tank system in curing, which 
consists of placing the bacon in a pickle 
registering degrees on the Salinometer 
for from four to five days, after pumping It; 
then, after removing it frem the pickle, 
allowing it to drain in the cellar for as many 
days again. The object is to have a quic 
cure and, at the same time, take advantage 
of the fact that the bacon is increased in 
weight by this process. As is well known, 
the finest bacon is produced by the dry 
curing process, and it is not likely that the 
older factories will adopt the tank curing 
system. Many modern factories, however, 
large and small, have been attracted to this 
system, and it is likely to hecome very 
common throughout the United Kingdom. 
The most notable development in connec- 
tion with bacon factories of recent years has 
been the manufacture of cooked goods, such 
as preserved tongues, tinned hams and many 
similar articles. In addition to these, the 
greatest attention is now being given to the 
reduction of sausages of various kinds, and 
it is no exaggeration to say that these latter 
are being produced both fresh and cooked in 
enormcus quantities, which would seem to 
indicate a change in the public taste, as the 
whole of this development has taken place 
within a comparatively small number of 
years. 


BREEDS OF PIGS.

FEEDING AND RETURN. 


Under the changes which are so rapidly, 
taking place in the pig industry, great atten, 
tion is being given to the feeding problem, 
and, thanks to the investigations made at 
various research stations from time to time, 
we are getting information of an accurate 
character, and which is likely to prove of 
great economic value, if taken advantage of. 
It was found, for example, that during the 
pig-testing station era, some pigs required 
5ilb. of meal for each pound of flesh they 
added to their weight. Other pigs, kept 
under identical conditions, were able to put 
on lib. of flesh with a consumption of only 
3ilb. of meal. Recent Danish figures show 
a variation of 2.93 to 4.26lb. of meal per 
pound of live-weight gain; whereas the latest 
German figures show a variation of from 
2.27 to 3.81lb, of food. Mr. A. D. Buchanaa 
Smith states that the best result obtained 
at, the Institute of Animal Genetics on a 
complete litter was 2.48lb. of meal per pound 
of live-weight gained. . 

The significance of these figures may be 
hetter understood when it; is remembered 
that under the Pig Marketing Scheme the 
food efficiency of 4.21b.. of meal per pound 
of hve-weight gained was assumed, as it was 
considered that this figure represented one 
which can be obtained by the average pro. 
ducer under average conditions.

Savings Certificates. 

Figures which we published yesterday, 
concerning the sale of Savings Certificates 
in the Free State, disclose a satisfactory 
condition of affairs. During last year the 
amount of money invested in Savings 
Certificates was £942,000, whereas with- 
drawals amounted in all to £518,000. 
There was, therefore, a net gain of 
£424,000, as against £416,000 for the 
preceding year. This improvement of 
£8,000 in a year is highly encouraging, 
especially in view of the fact that for two 
months last year no Certificates were sold. 
In May the second issue of Savings Certifi- 
cates was withdrawn, and the third issue 
was not put on sale until July. Further- 
more, the third issue not so advan- 
tageous as was the second. A Certificate 
now costs sixteen shillings, and at the end 
of twelve years matures at 23s. This plan 
represents an annual rate of interest of 
£3 1s. 5d. The second issue bore interest 
at the rate of £4 2s. 9d. per annum; for a 
Certificate, which also cost sixteen 
shillings, matured at the end of ten years 
at twenty-four shillings. The Free State 
Certificates now are precisely the same. as 
the British issue, save for the fact that the 
maximum holding here is 350 Certificates, 
while in Great Britain it is 500. If there 
had been a continuous sale throughout last 
year, the figures for the Free State would 
have been more favourable; and, in all the 
circumstances, such progress is noteworthy. 
There never was.a greater shortage of ready 
money in the Free State. The ‘‘ economic 
war ” has hit just that class of investor 
that buys Savings Certificates, and tlie 
only explanation of the continued increase 
in sales is that the people of the Free State 
are becoming thriftier.. .Of course, there 
could be no better investment than Savings 
Certificates. They bear a good rate of 
interest, are perfectly safe and are readily 
negotiable.

Poor Livings. 


In a public statement the Bishop of 
Chelmsford ‘laments the lack of clerical 
candidates for country parishes. Fre- 
quently, he says, he offers one of these 
benefices to eight or ten people before 
he finds somebody who will accept it. 
The difficulty, in most cases, is financial. 
Such benefices have an average value of 
£350 a year, and usually they involve the 
upkeep of “ an over-large house.” The 
majority of potential vicars, having no 
private means, decline a prospect which, 
apart from the spiritual opportunities, 
is definitely bleak. This problem did not 
arise in former days because, for all the 
pictures of clerical poverty drawn by 
Fielding and other novelists, a large pro- 
portion of the English clergy were sons 


as 


of established families and men of means. 


Their salaries were the smaller part of 
their incomes, and they conducted their 
big houses *‘ as to the manor born.” Now 
the situation is entirely different. The 
old families which were the backbone of 
Oxford and Cambridge have lost much 
of their wealth; the new moneyed classes 
have no ecclesiastical leanings, and the 
clergy, as a rule, are poor men. Unfor- 
tunately, as the Bishop of Chelmsford 
says, while the clergy have become poor, 
the tradition of the Church’s wealth 
lingers, with the result that the English 
people do not realise their present 
duty to her. We may be thankful that 
circumstances of the last sixty years have 
created a happier situation in the Church 
of Ireland. Dr. Wilson holds that every 
English parish ought to be required to 
pay some proportion of its vicar’s income, 
since ‘‘ we value things at the price we 
pay for them.

It is probable that there will be a fierce 
contest in the House of Commons over th.

laws of public-houses and clubs uniform. 
The bill, introduced by Mr. J. ©) Lock- 
wood, proposes to extend the hours of sale 
and supply in licensed houses and clubs on 
week-days, and to make the hours of both 
identical. The hours proposed are from 11 
a.m. to 11 p.m. in London and in urban 


areas with populations exceeding 20,000, + 


and from 11 a.m. to 10.30 p.m. elsewhere, 
with a uniform break of two hours from. 3 
p.m. to 5 p.m, The bill will go into com- 
mittee when Parliament reassembles, and 
there the opponents of the measure will 
protest that, while the bill removes ‘a con- 
fusion of hours, it will create many 
anomalies. The strongest opposition w 
come from the clubs. The official 
of the Association of Conservative Clubs 
says about the proposal that it is a move 
obviously and undeniably inspired by the 
trade, which has long sought to compel 
clabs to remain closed during the hours in 
which licensed houses are debarred from 
selling drink to the public. The bill will 
compel clubs to close down, whether they 
want to close or not, every day between the 
hours of ó p.m. and 5 p.m.,, just. because 
the public-houses must close. This sugges- 
tion, it 1s declared, is entirely impractic- 
able; for it will affect golf and cricket 
clubs at a time when members most 
require refreshment. The bill probably 
will be amended drastically during its coma 
mittee stage.

Potato-Marketing. . 


The next of the marketing schemes pro- 
pounded by the Ministry of Agriculture— 
that dealing with potatoes—is expected to 
come into operation about the middle of 
March, since registration papers have been 
sent out, and growers must return them at 
the end of a fortnight. If the poll is in 
favour of the adoption of the scheme, a 
month must elapse before it can come into 
use. ] it Is adopted, growers will be 
required to pay to the Board a sum ofifive 
shillings an acre for administration pur- 
poses ; but it is not likely that the cost of 
carrying out the scheme will be so great 
as that connected with the Milk Board. 
When the amount of production is known 
bevond dispute, it is expected that the 
Board will adopt a policy of prohibition of 
imports if home production proves sufficient 
for the needs of the country. Mr. James 
Blindell, the Liberal member for Holland 
with Boston, and Chief Whip of the Sir 
John Simon group in the House of Com- 
mons, is the author of the scheme.

The Fog. 


After the trials and troubles of last 
night, the people of London awoke this 
morning to a clear atmosphere, following 
upon a freshening south-westerly breeze, a 
fall of rain, and a rising temperature. 
Many stories were told to-day of ad- 
ventures in the fog last night. It was no 
uncommon thing for a journey to the 
outer suburbs to take anything between 
one and three hours. The underground 
railways—particularly, those of the tube 
variety—were packed almost to suffoct- 
tion, and in many cases long waits had 
to be endured before the reople could 
obtain a standing place in some of the 
trains. One remarkable experience Was 
suffered by a funeral party at Edmonton, 
where the ceremony was due to take place 
at 4 o'clock, Owing to the fog the 
cortége did not arrive until two hours 
later, when the Service was conducted with 
the aid of electric torches. 


Linen’ for the Spring. 


An elastic fabric recently introduced in 
this country will be very popular in Paris 
this year.

Speaker, predicts that 
the Message will be a short summary of 
the Government's position, and will con- 
tain few actual recommendations. He hints 
that Thursday's Budget Message, on the 
other hand, will cause surprise. 

“The Budget will be surprisingly 
large,’’ he declared. 

To-morrow’s main Message is neverthe- 
less awaited with considerable interest. 
For several weeks past the President’s 
advisers have been busy formulating plans 
and recommendations with a view to 
having the programme advanced as far as 
possible, and disarming opposition before 
it'can begin to function effectively. 

Congress will in the coming session have 
before it some of the 
problems ever brought before an American 
Legislature. Gold and silver inflation. 
banking, liquor and income taxation, civil 
works, and the Administration's relief 
policy are among the subjects that will be 
debated, 

The director of the Budget, Mr. Lewis 
W. Douglas, and officials of his depart- 
ment havé been at work for months past 
drawing up figures for the budget of neces- 
sary expenditure which the President will 
submit to Congress. Indications are that 
the Budget will total at least 
£1,000,000,000. |

“ DRY ” STATES. 


A liquor control bill, embodying legisla- 
tion to protect those States which have 
voted to remain “ dry,” will be among 
the first that Congress will enact. The 
bill is expected to stipulate express 
Federal control over the liquor industry. 
Banking Jegislation to amend the present 


banking laws and get rid of the evils 
revealed in the recent investigation of 
banking practices, will be pressed by 


those Senators concerned with banking 
affairs. 

The recently widely-mooted question of 
Stock Market control. will be brought up 
for debate and action, and it is expected 
that Presidential recommendations will be 
forthcoming for some alterations in the 
Secutities Act.

An inter-departmental board of 
experts, which has made an exhaustive 
study of this subject for the President, is 
known to have favoured privately-owned, 
Government-supervised monopolies as op- 
posed to either outright Government owner- 
ship or a complete-‘‘ hands-off ” policy. 
While many members of Congress predict 
a long sessioy, with heated debate on many 
aubjects, the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, Mr. Rainey, says that the 
necessary legislation will be speeded up and 
Congress sent home early in May.

No other names had been received by 

Mr. Wilírid Brown, the returning ofhcer, 
when. nominations closed at Leinster 
House at one o'clock, and they were, 
therefore, declared elected. During the 
afternoon Mr. Blythe signed the roll of 
members, and thus became the first 
Senator to qualify for membership with- 
out taking the oath. 
Mr. Bhythe was nominated by Professor 
J. M. O'Sullivan, T.D., and seconded by 
Senator R. Wilson; and Mr. Keyes was 
nominated by Mr. P. J. Little, T.D., 
Parliamentary Secretary to President de 
Valera, and seconded by Mr. Oscar 
Traynor, T.D. The result of the election 
is that the voting strength of parties m 
the House is unchanged. 

Mr. Blythe’s nomination paper describes 
him as a journalist, and gives the follow- 
ing qualifications:—Member of Dail 
Eireann Cabinet, 1919-22; Minister for 
Local Government, 1922-23; Minister for 
Finance, 1923-32; Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, 1927-32. 

Mr. Keyes is described as a merchant, 
and has the following qualifications :'—

and actively engaged as leader in the 
Volunteers in the struggle for Irish 
independence,

Good govern- 
ment and sound finance count for much, 
but in their train must come the 
enterprise of the man of business, the 
courage of the venturer, the inspiration of 
the inventor, if there is to be that increase 
in the sum of the world’s goods, and in 
the exchange of goods and services which 
is required for the diffusion of material 
wealth and. well-being.

CATTLE EXPORTS 
TO-DAY. 


THE FIRST SINCE 
CHRISTMAS. 


Cattle shipments from the Free State to 
Great Britain will be resumed this even- 
ing, when cargoes of live-stock will be 
shipped from several Irish ports. 

These will be the first cattle to leave the 
Free State, under legitimate circumstances, 
since December 23rd, -the date on which 
the Free State Government’s temporary 
prohibition of exports, consequent upon 
the British order limiting imports, came 
into force. 

There will, however, be no rush of cattle 
on this occasion, as the restricting order 
which was made by the British Govern- 
ment in regard to imports from the Free 
State on December 20th came into force on 
Monday, New Year’s Day. Under this 
order, which will continue in force until 
March 3ist, fat cattle imports from the 
Free State are limited to 50 per cent. of 
the numbers imported in the correspond- 
ing period of 1932-35, and the number of 
stores will also be limited, making the 
total reduction about 124 per cent. 

The Free State Government’s prohibi- 
tion of exports, which followed the making. 
of this order, was made to give Dr. Ryan 
(the Minister for Agriculture) and his 
Cattle Consultative Committee time to 
frame a scheme for licensing exports. 
Licences are now being granted for the 
export during the next two weeks of four 
thousand: fat cattle, sixteen thousand 
stores, and seven hundred fat bulls and 
cows, this being the complete quota for the 
fortnight, apart from milch cows, springers

NOVEL EXPERIENCE IN 
' WATERFORD. 
From OUR CORRESPONDENT, 
WATERFORD, Tuesday. 


The heaviest fog in the history of Water- 
ford enveloped the city this morning. It 
was of a sooty character and made breath- 
ing difficult. Objects were not discernible 
at a distance of ten yards. Motor traffic 
travelled very slowly, and all vehicles 
kept their headlights on. Horse traffic 
proceeded at a snail’s pace, and pedes- 
trians groped their way along walls and 
buildings. 

. All business houses in the. city were 
forced to resort to artificial illumination 
during the day, a rare thing in Waterford, 
where fovs are few. 

The Fishguard and Rosslare boat was 
delaved by the fog at sea, and the Rosslare 
express was three hours late in arriving 
The Fishguard-Waterford steamer 
Great Southern was fog-bound for several 
hours in Passage Roads. She arrived in 
the harbour at the usual time, but the 
captain decided to remain at anchor there 
‘owing to the danger of piloting the vessel 
along the winding reaches of the river, 
which were completely obscured, as far as 
the’ port.

in the city were held-up by the fog and 
were unable to take part in the Service. 
Owners and drivers of horse-drawn vehicles 
in the country districts carried lighted 
lanterns while leading their animals. 


THE WORST FOR YEARS. .

The thickest fog experienced in Midleton 
for years prevailed from early hours to- 
day, limiting visibility to Jess than twenty 
yards.

LINER IN PERIL. 


An unknown ship, described by watchers 
as a fairly big liner, narrowly escaped run- 
ning.on the rocks at Brook Point, Isle of 
Wight, yesterlay, in a thick fog. 

Coastguards who saw her heading for the 
rocks fired warning signals, and she 
sheered up and proceeded up the Channel. 

The narrowness of the steameér’s escape 
was described to a reporter by. Mr. Dow- 
land, the officer in charge of the coastguard 
station at Brook. ‘‘ The rocks at Brook 
Point stretch out from the mainland for 
almost a mile into the sea,” said Mr. Dow- 
land. ‘‘ They are very treacherous, and 
when we saw the liner coming out of the 
fog she was only about half a mile from 
them. She was going slowly, but dead 
straight towards the rocks. I immediately 
ordered a marogn to be fired, and directly 
efter the warning was heard the liner 
thanged her course and turned away from 
the rocks. 

““ At the time that the liner was heading 
for Brook Point the visibility was very poor 
indeed. A thick fog came rolling in from 
the sea just about the same time that a 
drizzle of rain began to fall, and the 
visibility conditions got worse every 
minute, 

“ A very short while after she changed 
her course the liner was swallowed up in 
the gloom. I could not see her very plainly, 
but I could see enough to know that she 
was a fairly big boat. 

“1 should imagine that she had been 
carried off her course by the tide, owing to 
the fact that she had had to go so slowly in 
the thick fog off the French coast. During 
the time that I have been at Brook I have 
never seen such a big liner come so close 
to the rocks at the Point.”’ 


MOTOR CARS ABANDONED. 


A dense fog was experienced all over East 
Yorkshire and North-West Lincolnshire 
last night. Road traffic in most parts was 
completely held up, and cars were 
abandoned on the roadside by motorists 
unable to proceed further. 

In Bridlington last night it was almost 
impossible for traffic to move. 

Shipping was seriously affected, the few 
vessels that were moving keeping well off 
the coast.

Sir John arrived at Ostia airport this after- 
noon by special ’plane from Capri with Lady 
Simon. This evening he has been, it is under- 
stood, examining the text of the French 
Memorandum on Disarmament. 

Th two statesmen will meet to-morrow, and 
again on Thursday morning. 

The two principal subjects which will be 
discussed at to-morrow’s meeting are dis- 
armament and the reform of the League of 
Nations. With regard to disarmament, many 
points of difference exist between Great 
Britain and Italy. It is believed that Italy 
is not altogether in favonr of Germany 's re- 
armament proposals, regarding them as tend- 
ing to stimulate the race in armaments, 
which it is her wish to avoid. 

Italy is making notable efforts to maintain 
friendship and co-operation with France, but 
she pleads for a larger measure of confidence 
in Germany, 


PROPOSED SOLUTIONS.

IX huge cars loaded with flowers preceded 
S the body of M, Duca, Rumania’s 
murdered Prime Minister, through the 
main streets of Bucharest this afternoon. As 
the funeral cortége passed from the 
Athaneum to the cemetery through streets 
lined with soldiers and. crowded with 
thousands of citizens, the only sound to be 
heard: was the melancholy tolling of. the, bells 
of every church in Bucharest. ts 
After the members of the Cabinet came 
the heads of nearly all the political parties 
in Rumania, and followin them came 
regiment after regiment of soldiers, who filed 
past for two hours. Though all the streets 
were crowded, thanks to the special precau- 
tions taken by the police the whole proces 
sion passed off without incident. ; 
The coffin was lowered into the grave by 
members of the Government. 

Outside the offices of the Liberal Party, of 

which M. Duca was a member, the procession 
halted for five minutes. King, Carol did not 
attend the funeral, but his brother, Prince 
Nicholas, represented him at the lying/in- 
state. 
' The question of M. Titulescu’s reported 
resignation has not yet arisen. ‘The position 
is that the Prime Mimister has approached 
him with a request to take the portfolio | of 
foreign’ affairs, which. he ‘held in the last 
Government, but M. Titulescu has not yet 
replied to the invitation. -It is hoped, how- 
ever, that he will accept the offer. =e 

The whole of the capital is remaining in 
mourning, and no shops, cinemas, theatres, or 
other places of amusement are open. 

It is now alleged that plans for the assassi- 
nation of M. Duca were found in the posses- 
sion of one of the leaders of the Iron Guard, 
who is now under arrest.

REDUCTION IN FRENCH 
QUOTA FORESHADOWED.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

Still further reductions in the quantity of 
coal which France imports from Great 
Britain were foreshadowed here to-day. 
French coal importers were officially informed 
lo-day that the French Government reserves 
the right still farther to reduce the coal quota 
by ten per cent., pending the conclusion of 
trade negotiations with the various countries 
subjected to the French quota system, such 
as Great Britain. 

The coal quota was reduced by ten per 
cent. last month.

GREAT FEAT OF 
ENGINEERING. 


IRRAWADDY RIVER 
BRIDGE.

RANGOON, Tuesday. 

A great feat of British engineering was 
-vowned ,to-day, when the first bridge over 
the great. Irrawaddy. River—the vital 
waterway of Burma—and one of the 
biggest bridges ever built in India, was 
formally opened at Sagaing, near Man- 
dalay, by the. Governor, Sir Hugh 
Stephenson, amid scenes of Eastern 
splendour. semettnarmenrmeein +4 
_ Thousands of Burmans, in all the colours 
of the rainbow, and» hundreds o£ yellow- 
clad Buddhist priests, as well as crowds 
of Indians, and Europeans, attended the 
spectacle, which was the culminating scene 
of five yéars of patient work, undertaken 


against great natural difficulties, .. The 


bridge, which is three-quarters of a mile 
long, and has sixteen spans, will replace 
the existing ferry between the ancient 
Burmese capital of Atmarapure, now a 
snake-ridden collection, of ruined pagodas, 
and the divisional: headquarters of 
Sagaing. 
THEN AND NOW. 


Hitherto the Irrawaddy stood as a great 
obstacle in the way of continuity of rail- 
way traffic in Burma, and all goods from 
Upper Burma to the séaports had to be 
transshipped at Sagaing across the river 
in shallow draught steam ferries. The 
Burma main railway system was thus cut 
into two sections—one from Rangoon to 
Mandalay and the other from Sagaing to 
Myitkyina, in the far north. Now there 
will be through railway connection between 
these places. 

The new bridge is primarily for railway 
traffic, but at the request of the local 
Government, which has contributed 
£142,000 towards the total estimated cost 
of £1,125,000, twelve feet wide cantilever 
roads have been provided on either side 
of the railway track. 


TEDIOUS JOB. 


The building of the bridge was sanctioned 
in November, 1927, and an immediate 
start was. made, but the actual work of 
sinking the caissons and wells in the river 
bed had to be suspended each year during 
the rains, when the Irrawaddy was in 
spate, so that only slow progress was 
possible. The work of construction has 
been carried out by the British engineers 


| and builders—Messrs. Braithwaite and Go. 


(India), Ltd. 

The weight of the steel employed in the 
superstructure is estimated at over ten 
thousand tons, 

The bridge has been named the Ava 
Bridge, after the old fort of Ava on the 
left bank of the Irrawaddy (opposite 
Sagaing), from which Lord Dufferin, the 
former Viceroy, tóok his title, and which 
was of great historical importance as the 
one-time headquarters of the Burmese 
kings and the gapital of the Burman 
Empire until superseded by Amarapure.

ASSASSINATION. 


A REMARKABLE 
CONFESSION..

The investigations into the conspiracy 
which led to the assassination of King Nadi, 
Shah in Kabul have resulted so far in 
sixteen executions and two seutences of 
prisonment for life. The actual assass: 
Abdul Khaliq, and an accomplice (who \ 
also convicted of murder) were put to dea 
on December 16, and two accomplices tried 
at the same time were given lile sentences. 
On December 16 six persons were exeeuted fr 
sedition, and ou the same day another batch 
of seven or eight men suffered capital 
punishment. i 

The charges against the persons in the 
latter group are not yet known. ‘This group 
included two sons of Ghulam Jilani Khan, 
the brother of General Ghulam Nabi Khan, 
who was executed a year ago, and íor whose 
execution.1t Is supposed the assassination of 
Nadir Shah was in part revenge. ‘The group 
also included three relations of Abdul Khalia, 
who was the son of a servant of Ghulam 


Nabi Khan. “é 


THE STORY. 


In its issue of December 21 the Kabul 
newspaper /sfah contains a photographic re- 
production of a remarkable confession alleged 
to have been made bv Abdul Khaliq nine 
days before he was taken from. prison and 
havoneted to death for his crime. In this 
Kitgliq said that a few years ago he became 
friendiy with a vouig woman related by 
marriage to the family of Ghulam Siddig, 
another brother of Ghulam Nabi’ Khan, and 
Minister for Foreign Affairs in King Amanul- 
lah’s Government, and by blood with Mo. 
hamed Yakub, a former Minister-in-Waiting 
in King Amanullah’s Government.  Accord- 
ing to the confession, she made Khaliq love 
her, “- enwalling me in her affections.’ 
After the execution of Ghulam Nahi Khan 
and Ghulam Jilani Khan, Khaliq proceeded, 
the woman several times told him that if he 
killed Nadir Shah there would be a rising in 
Afghanistan. Amanvllah or Ghulam Siddiq 
Khan would become King, and honours wou! 
be heaped on him. One day the women of the 
families of Ghulam Siddig, Ghulam Jilani 
and Ghulam Nabi spoke to him at the door 
of the purdah quarters and urged him in the 
Same strain. 

Khaliq professed that he had been un- 
willing, but one night the woman taunted 
him with being a coward and threatened to 
have nothing more to do with him. 

“The word ‘coward’ stung me,” he added, 
“and I girt up my loins to do her bidding.”’

The new sign imposes upon a driver on the 
minor road a definite responsibility for avoid- 
ing a collision with a vehicle on the major 
road, and as its meaning is clear and unmis- 
takable it should assist to reduce accidents at 
cross roads. 

The recommendations form the basis for a 
uniform system of road traffic signs, and 
emphasis is placed on the importance of avoid- 
ing the unnecessary erection of signs.
